In this way an equal amount 
of chemical is applied to every 
bushel of seed without the ce- 
sultant waste in over treatment 
or unsatisfactory results from 
use of insufficient chemicals. 
Machines are so designed that 
by slight adjustments a wide 
variety of crop seeds can be 
treated, 

A further advantage of the 
slurry method is the elimination 
of the disagreeable features and 
health hazard created by the 
dust which alwaye accompanies 
the use of fungicides in powder 
form. Since moisture content of 
seed is increased by not more 
than 0.5 percent it can be bag- 
ged and stored immediately aft- 
er treatment.

RISING LIVING COSTS HAVE BEEN CAUSING concern in all parts 
of Canada during the past few months. On December Ist, 1947, the cost of 
living index stuod at 146, and it is expected that when the next report of 
the Dominion Bureau of. Statistics is made public in February, this figure 
may show an increase, due to the continued advances in the prices of some 
commodities. Some time ago, officials of the Dominion Department of 
Finance predicted that the cost of living index would not likely go higher 
than 145, but it now appears that it may exceed that figure considerably. 
In 1920, which was the peak year of inflation in Canada following the First 
Yreat War, the cost of living index was 145.4, which was a record for high 
living costs in the Dominion. In calculating the present cost of living index, 
the basic figure of 100 represents price levels between the years 1935 and 
1939. nding dia Lod 

P The figure given for December Ist, 1947, shows that the 
Rapid Rate cost of living is now almost fifty per cent. higher than 
it was in the basic period, and that it has risen 18.9 
Of Increase points in the past year, Since April, 1947, the increase 
was shown to be 15.4 points, indicating that there was a rapid advance in 
prices between April and December of last year. Although the prices of 
almost all goods have risen, increases in the price of food are believed to be 
the main cause of the rapid rise in the cost of living index. Such decisive 
upward trends in living costs indicate inflation, which is apparently an un- 
avoidable accompaniment to the economic upheaval caused by war, Through 
price controls, subsidies, and other measures, Canadians were for some time 
protected from inflation, but it was inevitable that these controls should 
eventually be lifted and that we should pass through a period of economic

Breakthrough Of 

New And Untapped 
Areas Inevitable 

(By The Canadian Press) 

The frontiers of Canada’s natural 
resources have been under steady 
pressure of expending world demands 
|for raw materials—notably oil, mine 
jand forest products—until today it 
\is widely believed that a break- 
‘through into new, untapped areas is 
‘inevitable and within the foreseeable 
future. 

The unending reconnaissance on 
one of these frontiers was described 
| by a small group of men—engineers, 
geologists and prospectors employed 


in the mineral possibilities in the 
| northwest territories. For three years 
|the group, financed by private inter- 
ests in Toronto, has been exploring 
the area stretching east of Yellow- 
|knife over to Hudson Bay and from 
|the Manitoba boundary line north to 
the Arctic islands. Although prima- 
rily in search of gold, the group re- 
| ported indications of substantial de- 
posits of other minerals. 

In another direction, preparation 
to exploit the vast iron ore deposits 
in Labrador has advanced rapidly 
and large numbers of men are en- 
gaged in mapping out and de®eloping 
the territory. With the rapid deteri- 
oration of the older iron ore fields in

States, it has been said that the iron

MANITOBA'S 
HEALTH REPORT 


Cases of communicable diseases 
reported to the Department of Health 
and Public Welfare, Province of 
Manitoba for the four week period 
November 29th to December 27th, 
1947, were as follows: 

Anterior poliomyelitis 4; chicken- 
pox 229; diarrhoea and enteritis un- 
der one year 9; diphtheria 6; en- 
cephalitis 0; erysipelas 3; influenza 
12; measles 112; meningococcal men- 
ingitis 1; mumps 86; lobar penumonia 
1; scarlet fever 15; tuberculosis 98; 
typhoid fever 2; and whooping cough 

Altogether in 1947, 599 cases of 
poliomyelitis were reported and there 
were 8 deaths. Very few of the 591 
will have any permanent crippling as 
the disease was of a milder type than 
usual, 

There were 82 cases of encephalitis 
and six of these died in 1947.—Health 
and Welfare Education.
